WILLIAM B. HALE. 

William B. Hale, vice president of the 
Civil Service Reform association, said: 

** We have met to insist the city gov- 
ernment be carried on with the principle:

The raid or 
civil service began on May 7, a few day: 
after the election of Mayor Thompson. 
Seven regular appaintees were removec 
on the ground that there were not suffi- 
cient funds.

“ An examination was to have been helc 
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for a sanitary inspector in the health de- 
partment. But on June 8 the examina- 
tion was canceled. It was announced 
better results would be obtained by leav- 
ing the appointment .at the disposal of 
the health commissioner. Dr. Miller, who 
was appointed, stated that he got the 
job for work for Thompson done’in his 
precinct. Whether or not Mrs. Eaton’s 
story of split salary in the bureau of pub- 
lic welfare is true, that situation was cre- 
ated by a violation of the civil service 
law. The power of temporary appoint- 
ment has been so abused that up to Sept. 
1 there were a total of 9,163 such appoint- 
ments and renewals.”’ 


‘MISS HARRIET VITTUM. 

* The administration could rid the city 
of thugs and criminals if it wanted to,” 
said Miss Harriet Vittum. ‘“ It cannot, 
however, as long as the police department 
is organized on a political basis and when 
the men at the head of it are there because 
of their political activities. The police 
department has failed to give protection. 
There is no wonder when we see an able 
officer, anxious to do his duty, made the 
tool of a political henchman or removed 
to some other part of the city for offend- 
ing a politician.

MUST SHUT AT 1 


Judge Jarecki Says Liquor 
Sellers Cannot Change 


|  Hentity by Clock. 


All cabarets operated under a saloon} 


license must cloge at 1 a. m. 


All cafés in which the sale of liquor is|{ 


the principal object and which are con- 
ducted in connection with a saloon must 
bec ‘osed on Sunday. 


This was the opinion given yesterday 
by Judge Edmund K. Jarecki in finding 
the Arsonia- café at 1254 West Madison 
Street guilty of Violating the 1 o'clock 
closing law.. He also held that a cabaret 
operating under a saloon license until 
1 a. m.-can not change its identity after 


that hour and operate under a restaurant 
license. 


Court Explains Action. 

The court explained his action in im- 
posing-~a minimum fine of $20 and costs by 
Saying the defendant had been misled by 
a decision of the corporation counsel into 
the belief that he could keep open after 
1 o'clock if he had a restaurant license 
and would not sell Nquors. The court be- 
gan by reading section 1526 of the city 
code as defining “dramshops” as fol- 
lows: 

Every place where spirituous, 
malt, vinous or intoxicating liquor 
of any kind whatsoever is sold, given 
away or otherwise disposed of in 
quantities of less than one gallon,- 
and whether consumed or to be con- 
womed upon the premises or not. 

‘In this case liquors were sold until 1 
o'clock a, m.,"" the judge said, “‘ hence the 
| place is operating under both saloon and 

i café licenses, operated primarily under a 
; Saloon license, and secondarily under a 

i restaurant license. Being a saloon, it 
must conform to section 1541 and close 
its doors at 1 o'clock, and no one ts per- 
mitted to remain therein except em- 
ployés after 1 a.m. 


Open After 1 A. ™. 

“ Tue evidence in this case is undis- 
puted that the Arsonia was open after1 
,o’clock a. m.; that other persons than 
permitted to remain 
therein’ afver 1 o'clock a. m., and that 
all doors opening out upon the street 
from the said Arsonia were not securely 
locked at the hour of 1 o’clock a. m., and 
hence the defendant is held guilty of the 
violation of section 1541.” 
Judge Jarecki later explained that his 
decision meant that cabarets, where oper- 
ated primarily for the sale of liquor, must 
remain closed on Sunday. Restaurants. 
however, where, even «hough liquor is 
served to the patrons, the main object is 
to serve food, do not have to close on Sun- 
day, the judge said.

The dissatisfied interest claims that the 
company has been used for the benefit of 
ship owners in the management and for 
this reason has quit paying dividends and 
caused large losses to shareholders. 
It may be noted that the preferred stock 
sold at 113 in 1911 and the common at 
10044. The shares are now quoted at 91 
for the preferred and 47 for the common. 

Mean- 
while all dividends have ceased. 

Mr. Christy, who was chairman of the

YING deep in the skin beyond the 
reach of chemicals applied to the 
surface lie the cells and vessels 
which determine whether the ski 
is dark, light pink, or pale. If th 
color is due to pigment then it is a matter 
of cells. The pigment bearing cells are 
placed in the innermost layers. Certain 
parts of the light ray can pass by the 
outer layers of skin and reach these ceils, 
but few other agencies can. ‘ 
Aside from pigment in the cells the color 
is affected by the amount and quality of 
blood in the vessels. The outer layers 
of skin have no blood vessels, but the 
deeper layers are well supplied. -The 
blood vessels of the skin have very thin 
walls. The color of the blood shows 
through the walls of the capillaries and 
at times gives to the skin a pinkish color.

The nerves which 
cause this dilatation of the blood vessels 
belong to the sympathetic system. The 
nerves of the sympathetic system com- 


but they are not directly or completely 
under their control. A violent emotion 
such as fright sends am impulse from 
the brain through the sympathetic nerves 
to the blood vessels, causing the latter to 
contract—the face becomes pale, a sign of 
violent fear. Or another violent emotion 
such as shame sends an impulse from the 
brain through the sympathetic nerves 
to the blood vessels, causing the latter to 
dilate—the face becomes pink, blushing. 

The ordinary blushing is a mental proc- 
ese in that it is due to such mental proc- 
esses as self-consciousness and such emo- 
tions as shame, but the reason, judgment, 
will—mental processes—also cannot con- 
trol it. 

Many people write asking for a remedy 
for blushing. ‘The blushing of which 
they complain is the result of self-con- 
sciousness, not to analyze itfurther. The 
remedy is mental and social training. 
There is no other. Many can train them- 
selves out of the embarrassing habit. 
Others will require help, some of the 
psychotherapists, some of Freudian 
psychotherapists.

HOUSE PALLOE. 

People who live indoors develop house 
pallor. The color of the convict is due 
to house pallor. A convict turned loose in 
a farming community is a marked man. 
As soon as he can get among the factory 
and office workers of accity he is able to 
lose himself. His gray color is one with 
the color of the-men around him. The 
woman loosed from Sing Sing can easily 
hide her pallor by mingling with house- 
wives, office girls and shop workers. 

One factor in house pallor is change in 
the pigment of the skin. The object of the 
skin pigment is to curtain the under- 
_ lying tissues from the effects of certain 
‘parts of the light People whose 
skins are subjected to bright light develop 
a tan. There is a heavy pigment layer in 
their skin. People who work in dark 
_places—in mines, prisons, some factories, 
some offices and some homes—lose some 
part of the skin pigment, : 

Another factor in house pallor is loss of 


rosed of a fluid part and@ at least two ya- 
rieties of cells, white and red. The white 
eeclls, few in number, do work of. several 
i xinds. The red cells, many in number, 
have only one &ind of work todo. They 
varry gases from the place of manufac- 
ture to places of use and places of elim- 
ination. The red corpuscles are the 
freight cars of the body, but they carry 
only gases. They carry oxygen from the 
lungs to the tissues in need of it, and car- 
bonic acid from the tissues that make 
it to the lungs that excrete it. They 
carry gases made in the intestines to the 
lungs that get rid of them. 

The element in the red corpuscles whi-h 
jacks up gases and holds them while they 
arc befng transported is hemoglob:n. 
Hemoglobin well supplied with oxygen is 
red in color. To it is due the red color 
| of the blood in the arteries and capil- 
| laries. Hemoglobin charged with car- 
bonic acid is red in color. The dark red, 
apparently blue, color of blood in the 
ve'ns is due to hemoglobin saturated 
with carbonic acid. The blood in the 
capillaries, speaking generally, is red. 

If the blood is rich in hemoglobin the 
scxin has a rosy hue. If there is little the 
sain is pale. This is the second factor 
in house pallor. The hemoglobin in some 
of its characteristics is akin to the pig- 
ment of the skin. As in the case of skin 
pigment, sunlight increases the amount 
of blood pigment—nemoglobin—and lack 
of sunshine decreases it.

The third factor in house pallor is the 
lack of the stimulus of cold and moisture 
or the capillaries of the skin. When the 
skin of the face is subjected to cold the 
capillaries dilate.. Thecells of the skin 
must not be allowed to freeze if it can be 
avoided. In consequence an excessive 
nmount of blood is sent to the skin. The 
people who are out of doors much of the 
tume in a cold climate come to have largs 
capillaries in their skin. We say they 
have rosy complexions. On the other 
land, people who live in countries where 
there is no winter have pale complexions. 
The best that they can possibly get out 
of it (without paint) is the pale white of 
the upper class Italian or Spaniard. 

The effect of rain, fog, or snow on the 
zkin may bring about the same chronic 
rosiness. The California, Washington, 
and Oregon women who get out in the fux 
and rain sométimes have complexions as 
rosy as the woman of Canada who tram 
out on a cold day. 

The amount of blood fn the skin is the 
third factor in house pallor. The per- 
scn who spends all of his time in air ofan 
_ evenly regulated temperature is apt to 
| develop house pallor. 

The remedy for house pallor is plain In 
tne light of the above facts.

Uncomplicated 
house pallor pales the skin, but makes 
little change in the color of the lips, gums, 
or eyelids. Chlorosis is easily recog- 
nized by a blood test. Examination of 
the biood shows hemoglobin 60 to % per 
eent below normal. 

Chiorosis is very easy to cure, but it is 
difficult to make it stay cured. It is in 
this disease that iron as a medicine finds 
itself entrenched. it is about as specific 
for chlorosis as quinne is for malaria. It 
should be taken in the form of old fash- 
ioned iron tonics. It should also be taken 
as spinach, greens, salads, beans, peas, 
milk, and good food generally. 

Chlorosis is the result of wrong living. 
Iron may cure it, but it will not stay 
cured unless the methods of living are 
cnanged. Huss, writing of the disease in 
Sweden a generation ago, said: ‘“ For- 
nerly the wife shared with the hushand 
almost all the labors of the fie'l; she 
lived, accordingly, constantly ir he open 
air, undertook the most fatiguing kind 
of work, and so became hardy and strong 
cf body. The women now occupy them- 
selves, except in harvest times. almost ex- 
ciusively’ with household work; and their 
children also keep for the most part shut 
up in their houses, where the cramped, 
narrow, and unwholesome rooms must of 
themselves exert an unfavorable influ- 
ence on the well being of the inmates.”

PERNICIOUS ANEMIA. | 

In pernicious anemia the skin isa pale 
jemon yellow. The tingle of yellow is 
‘faint, but it is more easily recognized 
than is the greenish tinge of chlorosis I+ 
is far less distinct than the yellow of 
jaundice. 

In pernicious anemia the number of red 
cells is reduced to somewhere around 30 
per cent of the normal; the hemoglobin 
percentage is reduced, but not so much 
as the red cells are. 

Examination of the blood is the one 
certain way of diagnosing the disease. 
The treatment of pernicious anemia is 
very unsatisfactory. 

THE PALLOR OF LEAD POISONING. 

People who suffer from chronic leud 
poisoning have a dead white skin that ig 
sometimes known as lead cachexia. 

ADDISON’S DISEASE. 

In this disease there is an increase in 

the amount of pigment in the skin. Nor 
ig it limited to the skin. Where the teeth 
rub against the inside of the cheek inky 
black lines appear. The underlying 
trouble is a breaking down, usually 
tubercular in origin, of the adrenal 
glands. The deposit of pigment in the 
skin is secondary. . 
, Some other diseases causing pigmenta- 
tion which may be confounded with Ad- 
dison’s disease are silver poisoning, 
chronic jaundice, gall bladder disease, 
diabetes, abdominal and pelvictumors. In 
every member of this group the trouble 
lies wholly with the pigment. The amount 
of blood in the skin and its quality are not 
factors. ~

An enlisted man in the nationa] guard may 
have his grievances reviewed by addressing a 
communication to the adjutant goneral, chief 
of staff, Springfield, Ili., and sending it through 
intermediate military channels. The inter- 
mediate officers are required to transmit the 
communication by indorsement to headquar- 
ters at Springfield, where an investigation will 
be directed. If any man remains absent with- 
out leave from his command fora period of two 
months he shall be reported as a deserter and 
may be discharged without honor without court 
martial. 

Discharge from the staté service shall be 
given to an enlis man upon a man's appll- 
cation approved by the comimander in chief. In- 
ability to attend drills on account of interfer- 
ence with civil occupation, when supported by 
such evidence as may be required, is usuaily 
considered grounds for discharge.

T is a narrow and barren ideal, but it impresses us in its unity and concen- 
tration and it is a towering monument of severe beauty, There is a certain 
resemblance (as far as reality can resemble imagination) between Plato's war- 
riors and the Prussian Junker. The Prussian Junker kept himself healthy 
through a simple, natural life on the glebe of his ancestors, He did not go to 


‘court and there was even a certain antagonism in the best of his class against 


tht Hohenzollern. Bismarck mentioned occasionally that bis family had been 
resident in t 4 Mark Brandenburg longer than the Hohenzollern, and Frederick 
William LV, ethphasized this fact in a letter to Francis Joseph. 

The Junkers were a weather beaten lot, great hunters, daring riders, angd— 
after the Hohenzollern had subdued and disciplined them-——always williag to 
risk their lives for the king and the country. Hard and shrewd men, eager to get 
whatever they could and to keep it, but very seldom weak and lazy. Proud and 
arrogant, but workers, efficient farmers, and later on prominent in the army, the 
administration, and even in science and poetry. Hundreds of famous and distin- 
guished noblemen could be enumerated. 

The Junkers gave their children a matter-of-fact education: the boys were 
brought up very strictly, with a good deal of whipping and in a Spartan spirit. 
Luxury was almost uoknown in these old military and agricultural families. Coun- 
try. life gave them a keen grasp of facts and a good understanding for the 
realities of life. They used these qualities unscrupulously to preserve the posi- 
tion of their caste, but they hardly ever ‘shirked any duties. In the course of 
time most of these families became poor compared to the wealth of the “ nouveaur 
riches,” the upstarts of stock exchange and industry, and their political and social 
influence is, although still strong, lessening every day. Even their political oppo- 
rents will admit that as a class the German, and particularly the Prussian, 
nobility is sound and has done good work on every field of national activity. 
Exceptions do not invalidate the rule, and most of the exceptions do not belong 
to the “ Junker” families, but to the high nobility with international traditions 
or to those families which served at court generation after generation. 

The Prussian samurai, the low nobility which corresponds to what the Eng: 
lish call county families, are people who, in spite of egotism, prejudice, and over- 
bearance, had always a strong feeling of what was due to their “name.” They 
were very often instigated to high deeds by the idea “I am a Bredow,” and they 
were very often prevented from low actions by the same feeling. They may boast 
that, taken all in all, they always have honored the motto, Noblesse oblige!

HERE is a sort of aristocracy in the United States which can be called 
T “golden humanity ” only in the plutocratic sense of the word. I remem- 

ber that once in New York a friend of ours called on us and told us, out 

of breath and in almost hysterical elation, that she had just had tea with 
, and that everything had been served on pure gold. I ventured that 
nothing could be of a more execrable tate, but, like in the “ Girl from Utah,” 
she did not believe me, and I suppose that she decidedly thought Mrs. P—— a 
member of the golden humanity. We have no hereditary nobility in this country, 
but we have different “ sets,” and many of us know a millionaire who is working 
like a galley slave to get in with the right sort of people. This snobbishness 
descends from the upper to the lower strata, and I read with some amusement the 
other day that Mrs. Rowe said, with reference to Mrs, Eaton, that they were 
“ moving in different social orbits.” The foreigner who is lucky enough to be 
“taken up” by Boston society, for instance, is flabbergasted by the number and 
nicety of social distinctions. It seems much easier to him to write a com- 
mentary to the second part of “ Faust” than to illumine these social mysteries. 
However, there is, at least in some cases, a real tradition and intellectual dis- 
tinction, but most of the mushroom existences which pose as aristocracy in this 
country are the products of “unearned increment” and their only motto is: 
“ Apres nous le deluge!” |

more remote, rather than less. It is still on trial, and there are many 
even among neutrals who see already an adverse verdict, Although supposedly 
the German empire has lost some of the initial advantage due to long years of 
superior preparation and to the fact that it chose the time and place of its 
attack, democracy on the whole has iost in its struggle for self-preservation rather 
than gained. On the whole, the situation today is nearer that stalemate 
which Mr. Oliver wisely foresaw would be virtual defeat than it was ten months 
ago. The best that can be said of the democratic states among the allies is that 
after a year and a half of continuous fighting for their lives they are standing 
the strain, socially, as well as, if not better, than their enemies, 

But even this slight superiority, if it exists, is due rather to their numerical 
preponderance and to their situation on the outside of the battle ring in touch 
with the rest of the world than to their social organization as democracies. The 
very grave question raised by Mr. Oliver-remains still the gravest to everybody 
concerned with the future of the world, and remains to date unanswered. Dem- 
ocratic institutions, not only in Europe but in the entire world, are still on trial 


for their lives.

ti HAT is why { for one find it incomprehensible that Americans can remain 


Merely as an object lesson the European decision, therefore, is of first finper- 
tance to us. ; 
What every thinking person has known to be the defects of democracy have 
been abundantly, lamentably demonstrated in the more democratically organized 
of the allied states. In the first place, they were not prepared to defend them- 
selves from attack. Lulled to a false security by the pleasures and opportunities 
of individual oceupations—of a crude conception of freedom—and wy the fawn- 
ing cowardice of their politicians, they were one and all grossly unready for 
danger. From this handicap they have recovered at tertible cost and with vary- 
ing degrees of success—France best of all, perbaps, because hers is a democracy 
based on an imperial tradftion. 
The next question was whether democratic societies could organfse and gov- 
ern themselves for war—could bring the maximum of effort to bear on the busi- 
ness of waging war. Not one of the group of allies has succeeded in this respect 
as well as Germany, Extravagance, incompetency, and dissipated efforts are 
commoner in the loose organization of democracy than in the centralized system 


’ 


| of autocracy. Germany fights more economically in men and material, repairs 


her wastes more largely than her enemies, 

A third test of the democratic principle is the extent to which it develops 
the quality of sacrifice, of single hearted and purposeful devotion to the state. 
Here again the answer thus far is various, uncertain. By this test the democracy 
of France has triumphed, but England has been slow to awake, perilously dull to 
her dangers, stupidly disinclined to give up the privileges of peace.

HAT has our democracy done to put its house in order during the year

New foundations would hardly 
be supplied by the men at present in Washington. Is there enough cohesion, 
enough singleness of purpose in our extended democracy to discover a united wii! 
and to enforce that will through the iastruments that we have? That ie our

AGNER in his epical Ring deals somewhat mistily with this central

Roosevelt's ways may not always be mild and 
pleasant to contemplate, but a close scrutiny of 
his life record does not disclose that he is a brawler 
for the sake of the brawl, but for the sake of peace, 
for “social justice,” for right’s sake, as he sees 
the right. 

As president it may be correctly assumed, as a 
statement of the absolute in applied psychology, he 
would be the last man in the world to seek the 
humiliation of any nation, or to impose a rule of 
conduct not consonant with his view of the right 
of the thing.

OOSEVELT knows! The old Greek injunc- 

tion, gnothi se auton (know thyself) is the 

A B C of Roosevelt’s psychology in its ap- 

plication to foreign nations. He has not 

got his learning out of books, but out of men. His 

knowledge of Germany and England and the whole 

world, even “darkest Africa” and the “doubt” 

places of South America, comes from the personal 
contact. 

There are perbaps no two men in the world today 
who understand each other better than do Roose- 
velt and Emperor William of Germany. They, too, 
are somewhat alike—from the collar band up. 

Down at Oyster Bay there is a cabinet filled with 
letters, notes, mementos, and merry quips sent to 
T. R. personally by the kaiser. The two have been 
such warm friends that it may no tbe doubted that 


- the emperor has considered T. R. the kaiser of 


America, while T. R., with reciprocal amenity, has 
considered the kaiser the T. R. of Germany. 

When two such strong men know each other so 
thoroughly there is no simulation. They put all 
their cards on the table, face up. 

With T. R. president wouldn’t something like this 
transpire the morning following his inauguration: 

Both Berlin and London would immediately gay 
unto themselves, after this wise: “ We are dealing 
with a new manner of man now. We know him 
and he knows us. He thinks in our terms, not in 
books. Te-knows our conditions. He visions clear- 


ly our troubles and thinks he knows what humanity | 


will stand for. Now let’s put our cards all on the 
table and come to a definite understanding with this 
man, representing the American people, how far 
all of us can go with safety as between Europe and 
the United States.” - 
Improbable? Not at all . 

_ Germany does not want war with the United 
States. Germany knows that T. R. knows that 


Both know that the United States does not desire 
war with Germany. Both know that the very ez- 
istence of Germany seems to be in the balance. 
Both know that T. R. would not embroil Germany 
and the States merely for the sake of war, which 
would be a crime against humanity. So they would 
at once arrive at a covenant which both could re 
spect without humiliation. 

England does not want war with the United 
States nor the United States with England. No 
country is so vulnerable just now with respect to 
the United States as England. For the United 
States to sever all commercial and diplomatic rela- 
tions with England would result in the absolute ruin 
of Britain in one hundred days. She would col- 

‘ lapse from inanition, both physical and financial. 

Roosevelt, brawler that he seems to be, would be 
the last man in the world to take advantage of any 
weakness on the part of either Germany or England. 
Go scan closely his life record. 

But the whole world knows he’s not afraid. 
That’s the international power of his laboratory 
psychology. | 

And the whole world knows he would do this: 

Like Richelieu, he would draw the circle of the 
new international law, with malice toward none, but 
charity for all, but a definite circle none the less, 
having in mind the history of 2,000 years and bu- 
manity’s fundamental rights—tbe blessings of lib- 
erty—and say in words to this effect: Deliberately 
place but one foot inside that circle and we'll act 
before sunset! 

There would be nothing ephemeral in the deter- 
mination to act, either. They might call him a 
bull in a china shop, but he would be a bull with 
the necessary potency to smash the international 
china if they goaded him by attempting deliberately 
to dishonor this country or flout the cardinal prin- 
ciples of humanity's rights. 

That's the strength of him. 

But what about congress? you inquire. How can 
Roosevelt do anything without the congress with

‘Ha, ha! | 
What does a congress amount to with a benevo- 


lent despot like T. R. in the White House? Little, 
indeed. For the whole strength of the people would 
be behind him—or 90 per cent of the people.

Germany is 
frenzidly opposed: to waste and dmesn’t have the 
problem to deal with. He is for the home as the 
group on which a stable government must look for 
its sinews of strong men and spiritualized patriot- 
ism. So is Germany. He is as near like the kaiser 
in most of his economic and philosophic views as 
two peas are like unto one another. He is habit- 
ually for honesty of service, high and low. Ger- 
many knows no other standard. 
I resume the quote from Mlinsterberg’s diagram: 
“The little bits of abuse which I have read and 
the large piles of it which I have succeeded in 
avoiding would indeed separate any other politician 
for all time from the self-respecting German-Amer- 
ican voters. But the case of Roosevelt is entirely 
Every American knows him, some hate 
him, many love hint; but no one takes him without 
a grain of salt.

New York, March 18.—[Special.]—I vis- 
ited Frank Moran at his training quarters, 
Dal Hawkins’ roadhouse, in upper New 
York City, It is a large thrée story frame 
building on the corner cf the street; main 
entrance through the’ barroom; a large 
room filled with tobacco smoke and those 
who Were causing the smoke. Every type’ 
of character was represented. 

I recognied among the crowd several 
boxers, and one was behind the bar assist- 
ing the regular bartender; they were very 
busy. An ex-amateur champion heavy- 
weight, who has been recently looked upon 
as a fair prospect in the professional 
heavyweight class, was punching the pool 
balls on the pool table that occupied the 
reom, There were other ex-champions 
and near-champions mingling in the 
crowd. I found myself extremely fortu- 
nate in not being recognized. Shuffling 
abou: among the rest of them, I picked up 
such knowledge as happened to be scat- 
tering about. 


Finds Moran Doing Nothing. . 

There is a hallway leading from the 
barroom into a large dance hal! in the 
rear, and in that hall is pitched the ring 
and other necessary paraphernalia for 
training. In passing through the hall I 
peeked into a small room on the right, 
which, under ordinary circumstances, is 
used for a private drinking room. But on 
this occasion, seated at a center table, was 
no less a personage fhan Frank Moran. 
He was engaged in the hardest work that 
any active, healthy, energetic man could 
possibly attempt—doing nothing. 

His sole companion in the room was his 
trainer and adviser, Willie Lewis. Moran 
greeted me cordially and introduced me 
to Lewis. There was a telephone on the 
wall, and I must say it was an awful 
nuisance; every few minutes if rang.

Both champion and challenger today 
might be singled out from a million hale 
and hearty men as perfect examples of 
physical prowess. Both showed in train- 
ing this afternoon—the titleholder at the 
Pioneer Sporting club and his adversry 
at Dal Hawkins’ Westchester roadhouse 
—that nothing has been left undone to 
bring them to the eve of their titanic 
contest to the very top form of fitness. 


Challenger in Auto Crash. 
The danger of accident from unexpected 
quarters was forcibly brought home to 
Frank Moran's attention today. After 
his morning cross country jaunt, and 
prior to his work in the gymnasium, the 
challenger and several of his training 
staff went out for a spin in Moran's big 
automobile. The chauffeur, through no 
fault of his own, got into a collision with 
a stréet car. The automobile was badly 
wrecked, but none of the occupants was 
seriously injured. 

Moran, who was not even badly shaken 
up, showed no effect of the experience 
either -in nerve or bearing when later he 
exercised with his sparring partners. 

A current of pathos has run ¢hrough 
Wuilard’s training that his camp manager 
until today tried to conceal from the pub- 
lic ken. For the last several days an heir 
has been expected at the Willard home 
in Chicago. It was this fact that made 
the champion desirous of remaining at 
the Windy City until several days before 
the fight. He came to New York only at 
the earnest solicitation of Promoter Tex 
Rickard. 


Jess Nearly Floors Partner. 
After an easy day of sparring on Friday 
Jess let himself out as far as possible in 
his boxing with Jack Hemple. George 
Rodel, and Monahan. He fought seven 
three minute rounds with the three, Mon- 
ahan figuring in the extra period. He al- 
most knocked out Hemple with a right 
uppercut in the second round. The cham- 
pion lengthened the time of his,shadow 
boxing, pulley pulling, and back and ab- 
dominal exercises. 

The gym at Dal Hawkins’ was crowded 
when Moran, scatheless from his automo- 
bile accident, appeared for an hour's 
steady gtind. The challenger busied him- 
self with the sand bag, punching bag, 
weights, and skipping rcpe. Most atten- 
tion, however, was paid to boxing and 
shadow boxing. Moran’s admirers were 
of the opinion that’ he has greatly in- 
creased his speed and cleverness since 
imeeting Jim Coffey last at Madison 
Square garden. 


Odds Greatly Favor Champion. 
From present ‘indicatione Willard is 
likely to enter the ring a prohibitive favor- 
ite. The betting favored him over Moran. 
5 to 8 two weeks ago. That was before 
Willard convinced his observers that he 
would be fit for a real struggle. Since 
then the odds have shifted steadily. 

It was reported todey that 2% and even 
3 to 1 odds was being offered against Mo- 
ran, that the betting was 1 to 3 that Wil- 
lard would register a knockout, and 1 to 10 
that Moran would do likewise. As there 
is to be no referee’sdecision, a newepaper 
verdict must decide the wagering if the 
bout géee the ten rounds.

the cruel bark of rifles, and then—oblivion. 


It is abroad that they flourish most successfully. What do | 


they look like, who are they, where do they come from, what do they 
do—these women who look death in the face for a nebulous thing 
called patriotism or love? Of what sort are these women who follow 
in the footsteps of Belle Boyd, Betty van Lew, Rosie Greenhow, and 
Emma Edmunds—that beautiful quartet that sold more secrets of the 
civil war than any man in their dangerous profession. 

Well, there was Susanna Raynal—Susana who sleeps in a dis- 
graceful grave near the French-Swiss frontier, sleeps side by side 
with the lover who brought her there. 

Susana Raynal was young—only 28—but she was more: she was 
beautiful with that boyish, vivacious beauty of the French woman, 
and, to complement her own charms, she was the wife of Louis 
Raynal, a lieutenant in the French army and as handsome and tal- 
ented a man as a woman could want. She and“Louis were happy. 
But war brings many changes, and when Louis marched away with 
his regiment he left her behind—idle, lonely, eager for anything, since 
leisure to her was stagnation. Her beautiful home in the heart of 
Paris, the wealth that was hers, and the social position seemed in 
no way to modify her discontent.

Wins General’s Confidence. 

Thé woman, whose name the Italian censors are keeping secret, 
was a remarkable as well as a beautiful one. And when she told 
him that she loved him he gave her his confidence—not wholly and 
generously, though, bit by bit. Over the cups in the breakfast 
room, by tears and laughter, by the assumption of moods, by making 
herself indispensable to him, she secured valuable information—a 
morsel here, a tidbit there, until her store reached the proportions 
of completeness.

Woman Aids Betrayal of Russians. 

It was a woman (name withheld by the censors) who also helped 
Col. Miasoyedoff betray the Tenth Russian army into the hands of 
the Germans in the Masurian lakes fighting in March, 1915, causing 
the annihilation of several regiments. 

Miasoyedoff was interpreter for Baron Sievers, the commandant, 
who trusted him completely during the Russian advance into Bast 
Prussia. And Miasoyedoff, instead of having Russia’s interests at 
heart, was a German spy, and, in addition to misleading the Russian 
army into treacherous country, was at the same time informing Von 
Hindenburg of the best place and the best time to strike. _ 

This he effected through the assistance of several accomplices, one 
of whom was a woman.

Asparagus on Toast. 

If the asparagus is not fresh and crisp 
let it He under running“water until it is 
crisp. Asparagus which hase stood in 
damp sand is much more wholesome than 
that which has stood in water, since water 
under such circumstances grows as im- 
pure as tn the case of bouquets, and inakes 
the asparagus unwholesome. Fasting is 
more or less imposeible if the stomach be- 
comes disordered and the satisfaction of 
doing so entirely host. 

Peel the lower third of asparagus shots, 
even if they are to be cooked in bundle 
with the tops out of the water. If broken 
into emall pieces, especially if rather 
white, cook in a little water in a small 
covered boiler until tender. The aspars- 
gus is h less likely to be mushy, and 
is a more'valuable thing, if cooked in 8 
little water which is cooked away. Toss 
gently in butter, so as not/tomuss up, add 
a little cream, and serve on buttered 
toast which may have been wet in a bit 
of boiling water. 


Dropped Gnocchi. 

Gnocchi are made out of potato flour 
worked together, cut into shapes, and 
printed. They are made of flour and but- 
ter and eggs cooked and worked together 
like cream puff paste. They are made of 
forina and cornmeal and semolina and 
cther cereal preparations of the same 
crder. 

T have never seen the word “ dropped ” 
used in connection with gnocchi, but since 
there is about the difference between 
most kinds and the following as between 
ordinary biscuit and dnopped biscuit, I 
use the word: 

Put together six or eight tablespoons 
of farina or cornmeal, one tablespoon of 
butter, and a pinch of salt, and a pint of 
cold water. Stir over fire and cook until 
it thickens well. 

Uf course, if you cook it hard the water 
eveporates and it may get too thick. If 

‘you think it is not thick enough cook in a 
littie four. Fifteen minutes of cereful 
cooking over a fire which will keep it 
boiling and no more ought to make it 
right. 

Add one ounce grated cheese, stirring it 
in well, and allow the whole to cool. But- 
ter a shallow earthen baking dish, put 
tablespoons of thie mixture all over it, so 
that they stand up rether roughly, and 
cever the entire bottom, and a few b'ts 
of butter, and bake to a golden brown tn 
a fairly hotoven. Twenty minutes usual- 
ly will be sufficient. Serve immediately 
with a little grated cheese if you want it.

Plants for Decorative Purposes. 

NE of our best decorative plants is 
the ficus, better known as rubber 
plant. Because of its rather stiff 
and sturdy habit of growth and 
the size of ite thick, leathery fo- 

Hage, it lacks the grace which character- 
izes the fern and does not f+ in as weil 
with ordinary home effecia as most of 
the palma, but a well grown specimen of 
it lg always sure of admuration, for its 
stately appearance challenges the atten- 
tion of many who would not be attracted 
by ordinary plants. 

Probably a large share of its popularity 
among those who grow it is due to its 
ease of culture and its freedom from the 
ills to which most other piants used for 
a eimilar purpose are heir. If given a 
soil of comparatively ricn garden loam 
anda regular supply of water, it will make 
no other demands on you except an occa- 
sional application of some good fertilizer, 
like fine bonemeal, to stimulate continu- 
ous gfowth. A large plant will be found 
useful in porch or veranda decoration in 
summer. 

Aapidistra is to the hall what the gera- 
nium & to the window garden. I know 
of no other plant that will do well for an 
indefinite period when kept in compara- 
tive shade. I have kept m) plants of it 
in a shady corner of the na'i for months 
at a time and they have never seemed to 
guffer from the absence of direct light.

Of course, these plants were given the 
best of drainage and great care was taken. 
to see that they were never overwatered 
and their foliage was never allowed to 
become crusted over with dust, but be- 
yond this they received no attention. 
There ar’ two varietiesincultivation. A. 
Lurida has leaves of a rich, dark green. 
A. Variegata has leaves of glossy green 
striped with creamy white. This is an 
attractive plant and is more desirable 
than the plain leaved sort. 


Farfugium Grande ts an extremely or- 
'pamental plant when wel! grown. Its 
large circular leaves, nearly s foot across, 
thickly spotted with creamy white and 
i bright yedow make it wonderfully strik- 
ing and effective for room decoration. It 
likes a soll of mucky mattcr and loam, 
half and half. Ample provision should be 
made for drainage, as standing water 
about its roots often results in disease. 


Once a month apply some good fertil- 
izer, working it well into tne soil. It's 
never satisfactory if restricted as to food. 
A fine specimen of this plant ought to

If aphis puts in an appearance, apply 
an infusion of nicoticide.

If something out of the common is de- 
sired, I would suggest giving Agave 
Queen Victoria a trial. This is a close 
relative of the century plant and has the 
same habit of growth. Its leaves—if 
leaves they can be called—ere thick and 
succulent and are folded firmly upon each 
other until they have reached about one- 
third of their development. Then they 
detach themselves from the central mass 
and become independent. 

The foliage of the variety named is of 
a pea green color as to ground, with varie- 
gation of creamy white. This plant is so 
unlike other plants that we grow in our 
homes that it always attracts attention 
and is greatly admired. If you want

One of the plants that always seil well 
along about holiday time is eraucaria or 
Norfolk Island pine. This plant is a sort 
of miniature fir or balsam in general ap- 
pearance, with evergreen foliage of a 
heavy nature set so thickly along its 
frond-like branches that the effect ts 
striking. These branches are borne in 
whorf's of five, a whorl to each period of 
growth.
